Rhodesia Police Escort Highway Travelers 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia, May 3 
(aP)—Police escorted travelers 
today for the first time on 
the main Rhotiesia-South Africa 
highway to guard against possible 
ambushes by black nationalist 
guerrillas. 

Police escorted special convoys 
of motorists along 178 miles of 
road in the far south of Rhodesia, 
between the border town of Beit- 
bridge and Fort Victoria. 

The first convoys began te roll 
from both points afier gathering 
behind police trucks this morning, 

Twelve police rerervists armed 
with Belgian FN semiautomatic 
rifles and clad in camouflage com- 
bat uniforms escorted the convoys 
in Land Rovers. 

Hight ¢ars and two gasoline 
tank trucks were in the first con- 
voy to leave Fort Victoria for the 


south African border. There were 


16 cars in the convoy that came 
from Beitbridge. 

At Ienst 10 cars, however, most- 
ly with South African registra- 
tion, reportedly left on the road 
to South Africa without escort. 

The highway has been closed 
since Easter Sunday, when Mo- 
zambique-based insurgents pene- 
trated 100 miles into Rhodesia to 
slay three visiting motorcyclists 
from South Africa and blow up 
the vital Rhodesia-South Africa 
railroad. 

Since then, the Soviet-armed 
guerrillas have sniped at passing 
motorists, looted remote farm 
stores and murdered black vil- 
lagers.

Russia in Large Warships 
By John W. Finney 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (NYT:. 
—Previously secret information 
supplied by the Pentagon to Sen. 
Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., shows that 
in the last 15 years the United 
States has built twiee as many 
large combat ships as the Soviet 
Union, 

The information provided by 
Gen. George chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, tends 
to present a somewhat different 
picture of the U.S.-Soviet naval 
balance than is generally portray- 
ed by Defense Department offi- 
cials in their advocacy of a larger’ 
defense budget. _ 

‘The information shows that the 
Soviet Union leads in neval ship 
construction, as military leaders 
contend, only if one includes tela- 
tively small escort ships that are 
no longer being built by the 
United States. : 

One of the “adverse trends” 
frequently cited by Defense Sec- 
retary Donaki Rumsfeld in con- 
gressional testimony is that the 
Soviet Union has been outbuilding 
the United States in combat ships, 
with the implication that, unless 
the trend is reversed, the naval 
balance will tip in favor of the 
Soviet Union. 

Charts Presented. 

In support of his thesis, Mr. 
Rumsfeld has presented charts 
showing that between 1965 and 
Jast year the Soviet Union built 
205 “major combatants,” compar- 
ed with 165 by the United States, 
and that the Soviet Union now 
has 20 per cent more “major sur- 
face combatants.” 

The charts have been accom- 
panied by a statement that said: 
“Since 1962, when the Soviets be- 
gan expanding their maritime 
power in earnest, they have built 
four times as many ships for their 
navy as has the United States,” 
if submarines, coastal craft and 
auxiliaries are included, 

Sen. Leahy recalled in an in- 
terview that he was “bothered” 
by the Rumsfeld charts because, as

During the same period, 
the Soviet Union built 82 “surface 
combatants” of between 1,000 and 
3,000 tons while the U.S. Navy 
built only 2, in 1963. 

The U.S. Navy has sbandoned 
the smaller escort ships on the 
ground that they have neither the 
size nor the endurance to serve 
as ocean combat ships. Even the 
new petrol frigate, which 15 sup- 
posed to be the Navy's low-cost 
escort ship, weighs 3,600 tons, and 
destroyers of the Spruance class 
displace 7,800 tons. 

The Soviet Navy, which is still 
in transition between a coastal 
and an ocean force, has mean~ 
while built large numbers of rela- 
tively small escorts, such as the 
Petya and Mirks classes, which 
displace only 1,200 tons. Navy 
officials doubt they would be used. 
to interdict convoys or to attack 
ships on the ocean.

Handwriting, Other Elements 
Cast Doubts on Hughes ‘Will’

SAN FRANCISCO. May 3 
(NYT).—Among many ho 
studied Howard Hughes as close- 
ly as thee could during Its 
almost 20 years ἐπ seclusion, 
serious doubts have grown about 
the validity of the purported will 
that turned up mysteriously last 
week 


“I think it’s a phony.” said 
Hank Greenspun, publisher of 
the Las Vegas Sun, in an in- 
terview. He pointed out that 
memorandums in Mr, Hughes's 
own handwriting dated two and 
three drys before March 19. 
1968, the date of the will, showed 
that his mind was consumed with 
the problem of buying the Star- 
dust Hotel and casino in Las 
Vegas, 

Copies of scores of these 
memorandums have been in the 
Possession of The New York 
Times for several years, They 
were written to Robert Maheu 
by Mr. Hughes when the bil- 
lionaire lived in a Las Vegns 
penthouse in the late 1960s, 

Mr. Hughes recognized his 
inability to concentrate fully on 
more than one project at a time, 
as sbown.in ἃ postscript ta a 
memo on March 16, 1968, when 
he asked Mr. Maheu to defer 
dismissing an employee until the 
Stardust purchase had been dis~ 
pased of, “I just simply have 
ἃ one-channel mind,” it said, 
“please forgive me.” 

Handwriting Checked 

The memos around the time 
that the will allegedly was writ- 
ten give a picture of a man 
deeply immersed in problems far 
beyond those involved in work- 
ing out a three-page will. They 
provide many examples of Mr. 
Hughes's handwriting during the 
period and handwriting com- 
parisons raise further questions 
about the validity of the will, 

In addition to expanding his 
gambling empire and deciding 
whether an employee should be 
dismissed, Mr. Hughes was in- 
volved at that time in a cam- 
paign to block the Atomic 
Energy Commission from testing 
a hydrogen bomb in Nevada. 

The industrialist was also di- 
recting the dispersal of campaign 
contributions in 1968, A memo 
told Mr. Maheu that Mr. Hughes 
was eager to know whom he would 
be supporting for president, 

Handwriting identification is 
far from an exact science, as 
shown by the Clifford Irving 
hoax in 1972, 

Mr, Hughes sought to block 
publication of Irving's “Inter- 
views” with him, but the publish- 
ers, McGraw-Hill, moved ahead 
because Irving had provided them 
with copies of handwritten letters 
that he said he bad received from 
Mr. Hughes and showed them 
manuscript pages with interlining 
in Jonghand that he also said 
was Mr. Hughes's. 

The publishers took the hand- 
writing samples to experts, who 
compared them with known ex- 
amples of Mr. Hughes's writing, 
and the experts concluded it had 
alt been written by the same 
person, 

This was not so, as Irving ad- 
mitted before going to jail to 
serve a term for fraud. He had 
written the letters and the cor- 
rection in the manuscripts. 

A comparison between the pur- 
ported Hughes will and the 
memos shows many significant 
handwriting differences visible to 
nonexperts.

On the surface at least, the recent 15th 
Caechoslovak Communist party congress in 
Prague was one of the less noteworthy such 
gatherings in Communist history, The chief 
theme was the allegedly inexhaustible loyalty 
of the Czech and Slovak peoples to the 
Soviet Union. 

As many observers noted, the tone and 
content of the speeches seemed more suited 
to the Communist party of one of the 
constituent Soviet republics than of a state 
which jis nominally independent. Gustav 
Husak, the agile Soviet gauleiter in Czecho- 
slovakia, hailed Leonid Brezhnev—who didn't 
even bother attending the Prague meeting— 
as the “hero of Czechoslovakia,” appropriate 
obeisance to the man whose army occupies 
and really rules Czechoslovakia through such 
puppets as Husak, 

Yet things could have been worse. The 
fanatical pro-Soviet wing of the Czecho- 
slovak Communist party had spparently 
hoped to make the congress a starting point 
for a Stalinist-type campaign against the 


proposals proved upsetting to elderly, con- 
servative voters in’ New Hampshire and 
Florida who otherwise might have supported 
him. The result was to transform probable 
victorles Into natrow losses. 

Mr. Reagan, first in North Carolina and 
now in Texas, finally gained his winning 
Stride when he moved away from domestic 
issues and hit hard on foreign and military 
policy.

In coping with the Reagan challenge on 
foreign and military policy. President Ford 
tried to compete with his rivals by making 
many of the same claims and promises. 
There will be those around him who will urge 


still further concessions to the right wing. 


But thot tactic clearly failed te work in 
Texas. President Ford had better begin 
stressing his own views and his own issues, 
insofar as they differ from those of Mr. Rea- 
gan. Appeasement, as the Californian might 
Bay, never works.

᾿ Fading Hope in India 


If India ever finds its way back to the 
freedom and democracy that were proud 
hallmarks of its first 18 years as an inde- 
pendent nation, someone will surely erect 
ἃ monument to Justice H. R. Khanna of the 
Supreme Court. It was Justice Khanna who 
spoke out fearlessly and eloquently for free- 
dom last week in dissenting from the court’s 
decision upholding the right of Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi’s government to impris- 
on political opponents at will and without 
court hearings. 

Indian democrats are likely to remember 
only in infamy the four judges who obe- 
diently overturned the decisions of 2 half- 
dozen lower courts scattered across India, 
which had ruled in defiance of the govern- 
ment that the right of habeas corpus could 
not be suspended, even during the emer- 
gency that Mrs. Gandhi declared last June. 
But they will long cherish the lonely judge 
who said, in words reminiscent of other en- 
during declarations for freedom: 

“The power of the courts to issue @ writ 
of habeas corpus is regarded as one of the 
most important characteristics of democratic 
states under the rule of law. The principle 
that no one shall be deprived of his life or 


Kiberty without the authority of law 1s rooted 
in the consideration that life and liberty are 
precious possessions.” 

For his colleagues, who held the govern- 
ment actions in jalling thousands of its 
political opponents without trial or. even 
detafled charges to be “legal” under the 
Sweeping emergency powers granted by the 
Constitution, Justice Khanna had a tart and 
haunting reminder: “In a purely formal 
sense, even the organized mass murders of 
the Nazi regime qualify as law.” 

Tt is 8. reminder that ought somehow to 
force its way into the consciousness and 
thence onto the conscience of the stubborn 
woman who, for the last 10 months, has 
behaved more in the manner of an empress 
Gr @ vicereine than like the daughter of 
dJawaharial Nebru. ‘The submission of an 
independent judiciary to absolutist govern- 
ment is: virtually the last step in the de- 
struction of a democratic society: and the 
Indian Supreme Court's decision appears 
close to utter surrender. 

A defeated lawyer was close to the truth 
when he said, after that decision: “This 
case was our last hope, and now that hope 
is gone.”

ARIS (tHT1.—"L’Allure de 

Chanel” is the last book on 
Chanel—or rather, the first book 
by Chanel. 

Although signed by Pauli 
Morand, ἃ member of the 
Académie Frangaise, it stops 
being Morand after the in- 
éreduction. Mr. Morand made 
his reputation as a novelist in 
the 19205 and could outwrite 
almost any nonprofessional. But 
he lets Chanel talk. 

The book is the result (no 
doubt cleaned up and organized 
of long, rambling conversations 
with ‘Chanel. whom he met in 
1921. Both of them were 
staying at St. Moritz’s Palace 
Hotel. Dialogues with Chanel 
quickly turned into monologues. 
Mr. Morand put it all down each 
night. stashed his notes away. 
Recently when he was moving, 
he found bis notes, showed them 
to publisher Pierre Bérés and 
voila, a book. 

In his introduction. Mr. 
Morand calls Chanel “That 
Belle Game Sans Mercy who was 
going to invent poverty for multi~ 
millionaires (while dining from 
eolid-gold plates).” 

The Pace 

“LiAliure de Chanel" ‘allure 
meaning “speed. “tempo”; is 
pure Chanel. Since the material 
was collected many years ago, the 
book covers only part of Chanel's 
Tite. But in a way, despite her 
spectacular comeback, her early 
years were the most interesting. 

So many stories have been 
told about her life that she 
became a legend. full of con~ 
taditions.’ ‘Yes, she was a poor 
orphan. dumped by an irre~ 
sponsible father on two stem 
spinster aunts. Chanel claimed 
that her feeling of loneliness 
fwhich crops up from begin- 
ning to end of this book with 
quiet despair’ dated to those 
dars. 

“But 


Youeliness," she sald, 


“shaped my temperament, which 
5 bad, honed my soul, which is 
proud. and my body, which is 
solid.” 

No ordinary child, she traces

her habit of talking to herself 
to her childhood when she plar- 
ed in a graveyard “where the 
dead cannot talk back to you.”

Warchouse ‘Overages’ Linked to Shortweighting 


_ Probers Fault 3 Major U.S. Grain Firms 


By William Robbins 

WASHINGTON, May 3 (NYT). 
--Federal investigators hare 
found a total of .10re than $46 
million worth of alleged “over- 
ages.” or excessive grain inven- 
tories,.in » review of five to six 
years of records of the three 
largest: U.S. grain companies. 

‘The tota] is shown in findings 
of agents of the Agriculture De- 
partment’s Office of Investiga- 
tion, reports which have been 
turned over to the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee. 

The federal investigators are 
seeking to determine, among 
other things, whether grain com- 
panies have profited—and, if ao, 
to .what, extent—from’ overages, 
which are simply grain inven- 
tories above volumes purchased 
after consideration of outgoing 
grain that has been sold. 

The reports list alleged over- 
ages worth $23.8 million for Car- 
gill, Inc., from 1969 through 1974 
and $16.9 million for Continental 
Grain Co. from April 1 1970, 


" through Sept. 30, 1975. 


‘Shortweighting’ Probe 

A report on Cook Industries, 
Inc. listed 1.35 million bushels 
of grain as overages for a period 
from June, 1969, through May 31, 
1975, but gave n. valuation. Gov- 
ernment sources said. however. 
that a value of 5.5 million had 


- been placed on the alleged Cook 


overages. 

“This investigation was con- 
ducted to determine if Conti- 
nental Grain Co. engaged in 
Shariweightiny of export ship- 
ments,” one of the reports said. 

The report on Cook Industries 
said that an investigation had 
been conducted ‘to determine 
whether there had becn viola- 
‘Mons of the U.S. Grain Standards 
Act or the Warehouse Act. The 
Cargill report said only that an 
investigation had been conducted 
to determine the company’s “in- 
ventory positions.” 

The investigations were con- 
ducted as part of a wide-ranging 
federal investigation of corrup- 
tion in the grain industry, a probe 
which has resulted in 65 indict- 
ments. 

‘The reports on Cargill and Con- 


tinental said the alleged overages 
included both actual excesses 
found listed for company grain 
elevators above amounts of grain 
that had been purchased, after 
accounting for outgoing sales, 
and totals written off as normul 
losses in handling.

Burns Shaves Targets 
On Money-Supply Rate 


WASHINGTON. May 3 (THT!. 
—Federal Reserve Board chair- 
man Arthur Burns today an- 
nounced the Fed would attempt 
to defuse inflationary pressures 
br cutting back the growth of 
the nation’s moncy Fupply neat 
rear. 

He called the action a “amati 
but prudent step." noting that 
“the underizing trend of costs 
and prices... is still clearly up- 
ward.” 

He warned that the recent im- 
provement in U.S. price per- 
formance has stemmed entirely 
from a drop in food and fuel 
prices. The prices of other goods 
and services, however, are con- 
tinuing to rise at “a troublesome 
pace” and wages are still in- 
creasing much faster than pro- 
ductivity, he said. 

Fe to'd the Senate Banking 
Committee that the planned rate 
of growth in the basic money 
supply for the 12-moznth pcriod 


“ending next March would be be- 


tween 45 and 7 per cent, down 
from a range of 45 to 7.5 per 
cent during the previous rear. 

The rate of growth of the na- 
tion's money supply helps 
determine the amount of money 
available for lending and the in- 
lerest rates charged to borrowers. 

Mr. Burns noted the changes 
are small and retain the Fed's 
desire to promote moderate 
monetary growth. 

The rate of growth of money 
in circulation and on deposit. in 
checking accounts, or M-1, in- 
creased in 1976 at an annual rate 
of between 6 and 7 per cent, he 


sald. In the last half of 1975, 
he added, the stowth rate was 
less than 3 per cent. 

“Looking back at the past year 
as a whole, we find that the 
page of monetary expanrion was 
generally in fine with announc- 
ed rangrs,” he said. 

He said the Fed's targets for 
the next year are designed both 
to promote further expansion of 
the economy and restrain infla- 
tion. 

Also lowered slightly, Mr. 
Burns said. would be projected 
growth in the so-called M-2 
money category, which incindes 
money in savings accounts, 
where the growth range was sct 
at 7.5 to 10 per cent, down from 
75 to 10.5 per cent. 

Mr, Burns also said that 
“further downward adyustments 
«in the targets! will be needed as 
the economy returns to fuller 
utilization of its labor and capital 
resources.” 

On other matters, Mr. Burns 
said the agreements reached by 
finance ministers from major in- 
dustrial nations st Rambouillet 
in Prance last year have had 
little impact on the conduct of 
the Fed's forcign exchange 1n- 
tervention policy. 

He told the committee the 
agrecment only underscored a 
desire to cooperate, but “policies 
for cooperation were not spelled 
out and in actual operation very 
little has actually occurred.” 

If anything, he noted, the for- 
eign exchange markets have been 
more unstable since the Ram- 
boulllet agreement ihan before. 


Fed’s Money Policy Statement 
Brings Wall St. Price Decline 


NEW YORK, May 3 ΠΕΤῚ.- 
Saddled with interest-rate and 
tight-credit concerns, New York 
Stock Exchange prices fell across 
a fairly broad front today, but 
on relatively light turnover. 

The setback came after Federa) 
Reserve Board chairman Arthur 
Burns told the Senate Banking 
Committee that the board has 
lowered long-term targets for 
growth in the money supply. 

Analysts said the major worry 
was that the Fed's action could 
put upward pressure on interest 
rates—an environment which 
often brings lower stock prices. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age slipped 6.53 points to 990.32. 
Τὸ was off 9.55 at 3 o'clock. On 
Friday the Dow fell 528 to 
996.85. 

Declining issues outnumbered 
advancers by about 1.065 to about 
385 today, and volume totaled 
15.18 million shares, compared 
with 1453 million Friday. 

Boeing, which came in with 
reduced profits for the first quar- 
ter, lost 1 1/2 to 38 3'4. The aero- 
space firm's profits of 74 cents a 
share compared with 87 cents in 
the year-ago period and also were 
below estimates of many industry 
analysts. 

Heavily-traded Genera] Motors 
surrendered 5.8 to 70 3/8, while 
Xerox, also active. slid 1 1.8 to 
49- 1/4. 

Prices on the Chicago Board 
Options Exchange declined, with 
losers outnumbering gainers.

French Watch Firm 
Is Declared Bankrupt 


PARIS, May 3 (Reuters)—The 
French watch company Lip, which 
gained international prominence 
through a workers" take-over 
three years ago. was today de- 
clared bankrupt. 

The company’s 1,000-plus work 
force occupied its Besancon fac- 
tory for four months in 1973 to 
stave off a bankruptcy threat 
which eventually receded with 
government help. 

But this time the government 
declined further aid and the Paris 
commercia! tribunal today ap- 
Pointed two receivers to liquidate 
the company’s assets. 

It lost more than 146 million 
francs ($3 million: last year.

mount's head. “Applaud him,” the 
said.

The cheering swelled. 
And Cordero brandished his red 
cap high. , 

There were 115,387 clients on 
the grounds Saturday, 115.386 
struggling to see the 102d Ken- 
tucky Derby and one on hand 
just to throw a smoke bomb dur- 
ing the rece, and there must 
have been one cop or soldier for 
every five customers. In spite of 
the security forces, at least 100 
men and women went clamoring 
over the rails onto the bridle 
path, and as horse and rider inch- 
ed through the pack everrbody 
followed them. into the floral 


horseshoe réserved for. the win-- 


ner. They hung a‘stole of red 
roses over Bold Foxbes's withers, 
pictures were token, and Cordero 
dismounted. Almost immediately 
he was aloft again, riding this 
time on the shoulders of exuber- 
ant strangers. ᾿ 

By now Angel had the roses 
around his own withers. After- 
ward he gave one flower to Brau- 
lio Baeza, who had chased lm 
every step of the mile and @ quar- 
ter aboard the odds-on favarite, 
Honest Pleasure, who had fin- 
ished second. That was for 
Broulio’s wife. The .rest, Angel 
said, were for his {father's grave 
in New York. -- 

Both jockeys said they had seen 
the green smoke curling over the 
home stretch after somebody tn 
the crowd had thrown tao smoke 
bombs onto the track. but both 
sald it-had not upset their horses 
and did not appear to change the 
result. To them, the race did not 
go to the smarter jockey por turn. 
on the smarter strategy but was 
decided by the faster horse—plus 
the fact that the favored Honest 
Pleasure did not uncork his long- 
awaited finishing Kick. 

Much of Cordero's gallactry af- 
terward appeared to be alined at 
supporting Baeza's credentials be- 
cause of the flap that developed 
this week between: the: Pasamian 
jockey and Leroy Jolley. the 
trainer of Honest Pleasure. It 


started when the trainer eriticic-- 


ed the rider for his tactics .in 
recent races aboard Honest Plea- 
sure—specificaily for not following 
instructions—despite a fine-race 
winning streak that the Bertram 
Firestone colt brought into the

No today he didn't. He did the 
best he could.” 

Baeza said he had seen his 
trainer immediately after the 
race, and “he asked me if the 
horse was all right—I said yes, 
and he didn't say anything to me 
about the position in the race.”

No determination has been 
made which team would be ex- 
cluded. 

Φ The ABA would pay 2 report- 
ed $19.5 milion over ἃ span of 
several Years, . 

© The ABA would net share in 
any national televislon money for 
three years. 

If the proposal is eecepted, the 
drudgery of many years of court 
action and the spending of mi)- 
lions of doliars in legal fees weuld 
end. 

The ABA offer was presented by 
Dave DeBusschere, the commuis- 
Stoner, to Larrr O'Brien, his NBA 
counterpart.
